utes before their ure, 


they had been putting the fin- 
ishing details on posters des- 
tined for the public areas of 
their high school - messages 
from kids to kids concerning 
the most controversial topic of 
all - hate. 

They made buttons with fa- 
miliar slashes across the un- 
wanted thing, much in the 
same way no smoking signs are 
made with a. simple slash 
across a lighted cigarette. They 
taped them to their ‘chests, 
armed themselves-with their 
posters and rolls of masking 
tape and walked to the school's 
central gathering area, the 
“quadrangle”. 

Then, they went to work pa- 
pering the walls and windows, 


columns and banisters with 
posters that would encourage 
their schoolmates to think 
twice about violent acts. 

It was Mr. Danilievit's Second 
period Honors Economics class. 
Their spokesman, Morana St. 
Hilaire said, “In light of every- 
thing that happenéd at school 
this week, we felt we should 
start protesting this." 

“This week hasn't been good 
for our school. This poster cam- 
paign will make. kids think 
about what they're doing. The 
majority of the kids don't do 
wrong. It's a small minority. So, 
the rest of us have to speak up, 
and let them know ‘ме won't 
stand for what they're doing." 

"We're not expecting stu- 
dents to be radical and fight 
back, but we're expecting 
everybody to be more thought- 
ful about what's happening on 
our campus,” he gaid. 

Of his class, St. Hillaire said, 


* "We're seniors, but we do care 


about the wel! being of our 
younger schoolmates. Some of 


us are leaving younger broth- 
ers and sisters behind. Most of 
us in this class are school Іеа 9 
ers.” Among his classmates are 
the Student Council president, 
National Honor Society presi- 
dent and other officers, co-cap- 
tain of the football team, cap- 
tain of tlie varsity cheerlead-

Beating the Ban: UF researcliers 
seek alternatives to Methyl Bromide

Methyl bromide, a soil fumigant used to con- 
trol soilborne pests, is the single most impor- 
tant pest mánagement tool used to produce 
high- -value crops in Florida today, but it's 
blamed for contributing to the depletion of the 
earth's protective ozone layer. . 

A recent delay in the 2001 ban on this pesti- 
cide until 2005 is giving University of Florida 


researchers more time to develop effective alter- ` 


natives. 

“Now that, Congress has delayed a PEAT 
ban on methyl bromide until 2005, we're inten- 
sifying-our search for alternatives to the ozone- 
depleting pesticide,” said Joe Noling, who heads 
a statewide research team for the UF's Institute 
of Food and Agricultural Sciences. ; 

He said the delay brings the United States in 
line with other developed countries that must 
stop using the broad-spectrum soil fumigant by 
the year 2005. However, under the Clean Air 
Act of 1990 and the ozone-protection treaty ` 
known as the Montreal Protocol, developing | 
countries such as Mexico can continue m 
methyl bromide until 2015. 

“Giving Mexico, our strongest competitor in 
the winter vegetable market, another 10 years 
of use will put Florida producers at a real coni- 
petitive disadvantage - unlesá we can «теор 
cost-effective alternatives,” said John Va 
le, a UF agricultural economist. - 
mide is dur single most important pest manage- 
ment tool,” "and it's critical to farming i in Florida:
